The regimental headquarters had 12 to 20 officers and apy roxinately more than 
100 NCOs and EM. <A number of the- ELI were detached to the motor transport plateon 
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of the headquarters battery for quarters and administrative support. The 
headquarters battery consisted of the battery headquarters, radio platoon, 
telenhone platoon, reconnaissance platoon and the motor transport platoon. 
The List and 2d Bns consisted of the battalion headquarters, signal platoon 
range~finder platoon and four AsA batteries. Sach battery consisted of the 
battery headquarters, the radio squad and three sections, Each section in=- 
cluded the section leader, a seven=man gun crew and one Light 37-me SA fun. 
At that time, each battery had one ojficer and about 35 me. 6 (2) 


Up to August 1950, Lieutenant Colonel Dr. Konidthy (fnu) wae the regimental 
commander. In August 1950, he was suddenly discharged and later observed 
working as a common laborer. in November 1951, the commander of the lst 
Battalion, Lieutenant p41 Seahd was the commanding officer of the regiment. 
in Komfrom, and held the rank of senior iieutenant, After the fall of 1951, 
the commander of the headquarters corpany, Lieutenant Endre Solt, was in the 
Ministry of National Defense. In early Noverber 1951, the political ecfficer 
of the regiment, Lieutenant Darnyi (fn), was assigned to the political section 
of the 36th AAA Div. Senior Lieutenant Veroecel (fnu), head of the personnel 
section, was an administrative officer in the headquarters of the 36th AAA 
Div in November 1951. Lieutenant Petter ({nu), head of the supply section, 
remained with the regiment in Komerom. 


In May 1950, rembers of the 1923 to 1928 classes, who had previously been 
deferred from induction, were inducted and assigned to the regiment. A small 
contingent of the regiment consisted of volunteers of the 1930 to 1932 classes. 
(3) In the late summer of 1950, the quality of food, which had been coodlearlier, 
deteriorated. Very little fat was distributed. The clothing was excellent. 

It was possible to exchange unserviceable garments at any time. 


The weapons used at the regiment included “oviet model wl 7.62-mm rifles, 
submachine guns, pistols and light AA guns. All rifles had been ueed and 

were manufactured between 1927 and 195. The parts of the rifles were rixed . 
Almost no soldier had a rifle whose number was identical with that of the bolt 
mechanism. The submachine ¢uns, which had marazine drums, were also Soviet 
nade, They were used weapons, too. Pistols were issued to the officers 

and NCOs who did officers’ duty. The light 37-mm AA guns were towed hy threce= 
avie ZIS trucks. Hach gun crew included a gun leader, an elevation setter, 

an azimuth setter, an orerator for the firing data rerulator (16elemAllito), 

a gun loader, a feeder and two ammunition bearers.» Gh) 


The regiment was sent to a summer caap near Diosjence. In 1950, an NCO school, 

the BEM artillery officers' school and AAA (2 pee located there.  25x1 
During a firing practice at tow targets the rudder assembly of the towing aire 
craft was damaged. The aircraft was flying at an altitude of about 1,200 

meters. The tow target was apcroximately 1,000 meters from the rear of the plane, 
The results of the firings were rated poor. In October 1950, components of the 
reginent were detached to a tank orivade which had 20 to 25 tanks for AA defense, 
The bricade participated in maneuvers oF 3 tank corps in the area north and 
west of the Lake of Balaton. these maneuvers were di- 25X4 
rected by Soviet Air Force Colonel Veresiev (fnu). Puring the war, this 

officer had lost both of his legs below the nees; however, he continued to Fly. 

He walked with a cane and did not use crutches, Durine these maneuvers, the 
simulated enemy forces were revr sented vy personnel of the infantry officer 
candidate school from Pécs (¥ 5/8 22). After th: end of the maneuvers, the 
reriment returned to its installation in Budapest by mobor vehicle... Three 

radin squads were marched to Kiskunhalas cy 6/8 70) to take rart in another 
maneuver. These radio squads were detacha? to an infantry repinent which cone 
sisted of four battalions. The regiment did not have aufvicient radio operators. 
Three racie squacs of the air force were also detached to the regiment. At the 
climax ef the maneuver an infantry cores was erdered te launch an attack on 
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the enemy from the Kiskunhalas = Szeged (Y 7/f 17) line in a southwestern 
directicn in order to foree the agrressor beyond the border of the country, 
The attacking infantry regiment, to which tha radio operators of the AAA 

unit were attached, was supported by a tank brirade of about 20 tanks and 
four of five SP guns. The T=3 tanks were towed to their asserbly area. 

The SP guns were similar to Soviet model SU-76. but had tapering cun berrels 
without muazle brakes and without visible recoil or counterrecoil mechanism. 
Durim: the six—tdlay maneuver no Soviet units were chserved. However, six or 
saven Soviet officers were observed in the campany of Colonel General larkas 
(fnu).* After the termination of the maneuver, the infantry regiment held a 
problem in river crossing on the Danube about 200 meters south of the rail-~ 
road and veliievlar bridge near Baja (¥ 6/5 28). The reginent was ferried 
over in four pontoon waves by engineers. ach pontoon carried seven engineers 
and 16 to 18 infantrymen. During the problem, contact between the individual 
waves vas broken and re-established only after creat difficulties, According 
to officers, tanks, which allegedly rached the western bank of the Danube 
about 2 km ton far te the south, were ferried after the infantry reriment. 

The entire problem was observed by high ranking Ilunrarian officers and cilvil~ 
lans from the railroad anc vehicular bridge near Baja. The first wave to

(2) Ne battalion headquarters as those found in the light AAA ReetL__| 25x41 
belong to Soviet AAA regiments. The nurber of eight batteries mentioned in 
the report is twice the number of batteries cf a Soviet AAA reriment. The 
tactical organization of a battery into three sections each equipped with 
three guns appears to serve training purnoses. Normally, a light AAA battery 
includes three two gun sections, If a battery is normally equipped with sis 
puns, the number of nen indicated in the rresant report (one officer and 35 
nen) would be_increased by about 2): men thus maine a total of approximately 
25X1 se soldiers. the authorized strenrth o! a Soviet 
Light AAA battery is 62 men. The regimental headauarters includes abecut 20 
officers and 100 EM and approximates the size of the headquarters o” the 38th 
AAA Div. e IF the strenrth figures are correct, it 
may be inferred that the Light AAA Reet is utilized from special 25X1 
nissions not undertaken by a standard AAA reriment. 
(3) Other reports indicated that members of olcer classes, subject to the draft 
but originally deferred from induction, were inducted for a short rerird of 
active service in 1950 and 1951. 
()) Gun crews nurhering one NCO and seven DY were mentioned in Soviet documents, 
(S) Southwest Nunya ary, which is the area between the lake of Balaton, the Danube 
and the Theiss Rivers, is preferred as a :aneuver area.
